or Thomas Devine, the slayer of John

home and in the witness' presence, at 
defendant's home in Edswood, Dp- 
vine accused his wife of improper con-

He said that ha was u nephew oC De- 
vine's and thitt a brother of Devine 
had been an inmate 
of the (unatic 


asylum at Killarney, Ireland. "Witness 
nlso declared tluit his f til her was a 
brother of the accused, and 
that a.

A letter from the superintendent of 


the asylum at the latter place was 
read.

It showed that the pa- 
tient was insane and that his condition 
was not improving1.
